"It lg one of the finest pieces of 
sanitary work that has yet been don*. 

Not ono penny haa been npent liy tlie 
State Board of Health for this work, 
every dollar havlnR been put up by 
the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice." 

The report of Inspector Turner cov- 
era a period of four years from t9l6 
to 1D19 and durint the first two years 
of the report Inapootor Turner says 
that the United ttates Public Health 
Serrloe oontinued the snrreir of the 
Ohio Rlvar ahad, oovertng praotlcally 
the tu>m(^ ot pvbUo water anpply for 
Kentucky at an annual axpenae of be- 
tween $30,000 and $BOMo. 

The International Health Board 
during the past four years, haa fur 
nlflhed the Statu Board of Health with 
$3.S00 each year, and this money with 
II like amount Crnm the Slate's appro 
prialloii. has been expended in Mason 
county for the conduct of the County 
Health Department. MaysvlUe, the 
Mason County Health and Welfare 
League, put up a like sum. In addition 
to this, the United States Public 
Health Service baa expended from 
13,000 to 17,000 annually in co-opera- 
tive (demonstration work In Maaon 
county.' 

During tho four yeara 62,581 apeol- 
raens were examined In the Btata 
Board laboratory. In oommerolal la- 
boratorlas auoh eiamlnatlona would 
cost $2 eaota. During the aame period 
411 patients with rabfea have been 
treated and this treatment would have 
cost the patients at least $100 each If 
thoy had been treated elsewhere. 

During tho period 7,308 packages oi 
diphtheria antitoxin were shippeil 
from the ofnoee of the State Board of 
Health, aavinc the pprchasen .|114»^ 
516. . '■ 

Thrc-t'gh the cooperation with th< 
Kentucky Tuberculosis Association 
and an Insurance company the Stat 
Board of Health obtained the servlcc:> 
ot Mlsa Helen Williams aa State su 
pervisor of public health nursing, her 
salary from the State being |1 a year. 

Through aotttrltieB ot the l^tucky 
Tubennloala AsaoclatloB and with the 
aid ot the Ameriean Red Cross and 
the insurance oompaay the State 
Board of Health has placed flfty-alz 
public health nurses In the State at an 
average satairy of |126 a month, of 
which the State pays |26. 

The United States Public Health 
Service, under the Kaiin-CBamberlaIn 
act, haa appropriated to thia State for 
the past year the sum of 125,000 for the 
establishment of a bureau ot veneral 
diseases. 

After January 1 this amonnt will 
continue to be furnished to the State 
Hoard of Health only upon the condi- 
tion that the Oeneral Assembly pro- 
Tides a like amount, dollar for dollar. 

The United States Public Health 
Service has provided the State Board 
of Health, during a portion ot the past 
year, with the service of Captain Har- 
rub, sanitary engineer^ thns saving the 
State M,<00.
